ANKARA. — Turkey’s Interior Min- 
ister ‘hes declared that the violence 
that ‘has crippled Turkish universi- 
ties recently is “a rehearsal for 
‘Communist revolution.” 

The Minister, Haldun Mentesogiu, 
made the remsrk in a speech on 
violence during National 
debate of his Ministry's budget on 
Saturday night. 

Bombs again rocked Ankara and 
Istanbul yesterday ix continuing an- 
ti-American and anti-Government 
unrest in this Nato mation. No one 
wes hurt in either city. 

In Istanbul, two bombs damaged 
two small motorboats belonging to 
an American military logistics unit. 
In Ankara, a bomb amashed win- 
dows in several buildings near a 
student dormitory. 

Courts, meanwhile, continued hear- 
ings for 220 atudents seized by po- 
lice after a bloody five-hour clash 
at Hacettepe Univeratty on Friday. 
More than 25 persons were injured 
in the fray. Seventy of the 220 stu- 
dents seized at the time were ‘still 
being held by police yesterday. 

In his speech. on Saturday, Mr. 
Mentesogiu said bomb-throwers in 
Turkey are aimed not simply at 
ousting the Government but at 
destroying the republic and democ- 
racy.

A substantial gap separsted Is- 
rael and Egypt on the issue of 
borders and refugees, as well as 
on other concrete matters, it was 
stressed. Israel, for example, would 
not withdraw to the pre-1967 ar- 
mistice lines, as Egypt ‘had de- 
manded.

No mention was made in the Cabi- 
net statement of the need for direct, 
face-to-face contacts, although seve- 
ral Ministers were known to have 
urged that this demand be included.

The gossibility waa not ruled out 
that both the question of direct talks 
and of cease-fire deadlines — which 
was also avoided by the Cabinet — 
might be touched upon in the posi- 
tion paper to be prepared later in 
the week for Dr. Jarring, but not 
published. 

The Cabinet's discussion opened 
with @ report from Israel’s Am- 
bassador in Washington, Yitzhak 
Rabin. Asked whether he would be 
conveying any message to the 
State Department, the Cabinet Sec- 
retary side-stepped the question. 
The full reply to Egypt would go 
through regular channels, the Ca- 
binet Secretary said, — this being 
taken to mean via U.N. ‘Ambas- 
sador Yosef Tekoah in New York. 


The statement iaeued after the 
meeting said: 

Ambassador Jarring has con-

The Egyptian note demonstra- 
tes the concrete differences he- 
tween Egypt's positions and those 
of Israel and particularily the 
substantial gap which exists on 
the issue of borders and refugees.

DJIBOUTI, AFARS AND ISSA5 
(AP). — This East African port 
at the mouth of the Red Sea takes 
on new strategic importance as the 
West considers ways to counter a 
feared build-up of the Soviet naval 
fleet in the Indian Ocean. 

Authoriti#s in this port, which 
serves as capital of the French- 
ruled territory of Afars and Issas 
— known formerly as French So- 
maliand — are able to monitor 
movement of ships between the Red 
Sea and the Indian Ocean. The sun- 
baked, 8,500 square mile territory 
sits across the Bab Al Maneb. Strait 
from Aden, formerly 8. stratetic 
British port. 

The territory has been under 
French control since 1566, with 
some 5,000 troops and paramilitary 
units there now equipped - with 
fighter-bombers, transports and he- 
licopters. The airport can handle 
big planes — like the Boeing 707 
— and communications here are so- 
phisticated enough to enable Paris 
to maintain uninterrupted radio con- 
tact with vessels in the Indian 
Ocean. 

The territory — granted a mea- 
sure of internal autonomy — voted 
in 1966 to maintain tes with 
France, with the mother country 
controlling defence, foreign  re- 
lations, currency and the courts. 
There have been persistent rumours 
that France plans to pull out by 
1980, but officials say the rumours 
are unfounded. 

Rival desires 

Cardinal to consideratons about 
the territory's future are the inten- 
tions of its neighbours, Somalia and 
Ethiopia, Both countries make πὸ 
secret of their desire to annex the 
territory, should the French pull 
out. 

The Ethiopian economy is close- 
ly linked to Djibouti, terminus of 
a. railway to Bthiopia’s capital of 
Addis Ababa, ‘Somalia contends 
Afars and Issas is part of a great- 
er Somali nation, whose people 
are ethnically linked. Somalia, be- 
fore independence, was comprised of 
Italian Somaliland and British So- 
maliland, while Afars and Issas 
once was French Somaliland. 

Should rivalry between Ethiopia 
and Somalia erupt militarily, it 
could heighten the competition be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the 
West in this area. Ethiopia, with a 
U.S. military communications base 
at Asmara, is equipped with West- 
ern weapons. Somalia's armed forces 
are Soviet-trained and equipped. 

Afars and Issas refers to the 
two main tribal groupings in the 
territory. 

‘About 10,000 Europeans reside in 
Dijbouti, a eity of perhaps 70,000.

Tt is furthermore a country in 
which a large educated bourgoisie, 
imbued with French as well as 
Arab culture and with some of its 
members enjoying a standard of 
living ‘high by Western stendarda, 
co with a feudal rural 
order.

Like the Algerians, 
Moroccan intellectuals have their 
own conceptions of socialism and 
are not attracted by Soviet Com- 
munism, The danger to the King’s 
regime comes not from Moscow 
but from the Arab world and &

But these are big “mights.” The 
French Government's poticy of co- 
operation with the Maghreb has 
siready suffered a great strain 
over Algeria and could suffer a 
greater one still over Morocco.

To the Editor of The Jerusslem Post 

Sir, — In your issue of Feb- 
ruary 5, you note that “‘the Knes- 
set Interior Committee learned yes- 
terhay that, in the opinion of the 
country’s leading showmen, play- 
wrights, producers and directors, 
censorship in Israel is liberal and 
just, and upholds stringent moral 
standards.” 

As one of those who appeared be- 
fore this Committee, I believe your 
readers have the right to know that 
the above quotation does not con- 
stitute unanimous opinion, In my 
testimony, I stated emphatically 
-that theatre censorship should be 
abolished; that If censorship is to 
continue, it should be based upon 
clear guidelines defined by law, and 
not left to the Sole judgment of a 
handful of people who have no 
Clear criteria other than their per- 
sonal tastes. I also pointed aut that 
the history of theatre censorship 
in Israel is marked by misjudg- 
ments and severe mistakes, ‘such 
88 its vetoing Edward Bond’s 
“Saved.”

Jewish leaders, writers 
meet in plea 
for Soviet Jewry 


T= World Conference on Soviet 
Jewry will open in Brussels to- 
morrow. Many of the world’s most 
respected Jewlsh intellectuals and 
politicians will converge on the Bel- 
gium capital to discuss the plight of 
Soviet Jewry and to propose ways 
and means ef opening the gates to 
their emigration. 

The conference is sponsored by 
the American Jewish Conference on 
Soviet Jewry, by the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American Jew- 
ish Organizations, the European Con- 
ference of Jewish Communities on 
the situation of the Jewa in the 
Soviet Union, the Latin American 
Conference forthe Jews of the So- 
viet Union and the Israeli Repre- 
sentative Council of Soviet Jewry. 
Other Jewish’ organizations taking 
part in the World Conference are: 
B'nai B'rith International Council, 
the Jewish Agency for Israel, the 
World Zionist Organization and the 
World Jewish Congress. 

The conference will last three days 
and at the closing session delegates 
will be asked to adopt the “Brussels 
Appeal — a call to the Soviet 
Union to release all Jews who wish 
te emigrate to Israel and to inter- 
national public opinion to mobilize 
forces to protect the interests of 
the Russian Jewish community. 


Message from Meir

Tuesday afternoon: Recent ar- 

rivals in Israel from the Soviet 
Union will open the Conference in 
the Palais des Congres with reports 
on life in Russia.

Side 
effects were recognized even then, 
and a code of “acceptibility of pest- 
icide residues” for human beings 
wag worked out. The problem is 
fhat the stress has now been placed 
on drawing up a code of “accepti- 


bility” for man, animal and vege- 
tation. 

“The Congress will discuss ways 
and means of daveloping second 
amd third generation insecticides.” 
These will be highly selective in 
destroying only specified pests.

Multi-million dollar industry

Te pesticide chemicals Industry 
has developed against the back- 
ground of Israel's highly progres- 
sive and dynamic agriculture. This 
has been brought about by the ever- 
present challenge to develop and ap- 
ply new techniques in close coor- 
dination with intensive research pro- 
grammes. The problem of pest con- 
trol has featured highly in these 
programmes, owing to the great va- 
wety of climatic and cultural con- 
ditions that are characteristic. A 
considerable part of agricultural re- 
search has been devoted to the de~ 
velopment of proper pest control 
practices. 

By. now, the pesticide chemical 
industry has turned into a multi- 
million dollar industry, supplying 
pesticides both for local use and 
export. The early beginning of this 
industry was modest indeed: Just a 
few conventional pesticides were 
made. But the need to support an 
active campaign against agricultur- 
al pests prompted the start of wide 
pesticide research and development. 


Modern plants 


This bas resulted in the establish: 
ment of highly modern plants for 
the synthesis and formulation "οὗ 
‘many basic pesticides. Chief among 
these are organic-phosphorous | in- 
secticides, dithiocarbamate fungi- 
cides, organo-bromine fumigants, 
urea herbicides, baits and other so- 
phisticated agricultural chemicals.

WHO Reporter ἢ 
GENEVA.— 
T= withdrawal of DDT from 
majaria operations would ‘be 
fraught wih great danger and is 
unjustifiable in the light of pre- 
sent knowledge, according to a 


the World Health Organization after 
consultations with experts in pub- 
lic health, ecology and toxicology. 
“Among insect-borne diseases, ma- 
laria occupies the highest position 
and is notorious for the extraor- 
dinary amount of mortalty and 
morbidity that it causes,” it says. 

More than 1,000 million people 
have been freed from the risk of 
malariae in the last 25 years, 
mostly thanks to DDT. But even to- 
day, 329 million people are being 
‘protected from malaria through 
DDT operations for ma- 
laria control or total eradication. 

πὶ is now clear that even tem- 
porary lack of DDT for malaria 
control can seriously jeopardize the 
gains achieved at such great cost. 
Ceylon is a case in point. Malaria 
was almost eradicated, the num- 
‘ber of cases having dropped from 
28 milion in v1008 to 110. in 


1961 and the number of deaths 
reduced from 12,587 to zero. 

Tt is believed that the presence 
of DDT in the environment during 
the past 25 years produced two 
especially serious effects. The first 
is the reduction and contamination

Only 38 per 
cent of the exports were consigned 
to developing countries. This was 
the first year exports exceeded sales 
on the local market, an indication 
of the industry's development trend 
for the 1970s and of the interna- 
tional standards of Its products.

DDT has long been known to 
kil aquatic crustaceans at ex- 
tremely low concentrations, fish at 
higher concentrations and terrest- 
tial vertebrates at relatively bigh 
dosages. In addition, the progres- 
sive accumulation of DDT in fish’ 
ean cause the failure of their em- 
bryos to survive. Accumulation of 
DDT in the food-chain has prov- 
ed to be more important than 
direct kill. Birds towards the sum- 
mit of the food-chain, such as 
those preying on fish and. on birds, 
have suffered grievously from this 
cause. 

From the standpoint of nature 
conservancy, the problem has now 
become acute in that certain 
hawks and eagies have been ob- 
served to ‘be progressively dis- 
appearimg in North Almerica and 
Europe, and this has been found 
to derive largely from the in- 
ability of their eggs to latch 
This hatching failure has been 
correlated with a thinning of the 
epg shell which in turn has been 
correlated with the. egg content 
of DDE, a principal metabolite of 
DDT that is even more stable than 
its parent compound. 

The safety record of DDT to man

against plague fleas, and di 
powders against typhus lice. DDT 
should not be applied to water sur- 
faces, nor in brogdcast aerial appli- 
cation. Special care should be taken 
when spraying houses built on ‘stilts 
over water. For blackfiy control, 
advantage should immediately be 
taken of the substitute insecticides 
available, and biodegradabie substi- 
tutes for DDT and dieldrin for tse-

And this they are not. But, like 
the Quakers, it's a lot easier to, 
say what they are not than what 
they are — and for the same rea- 
son.

Long wait for literary 


prize

T= 69-year-old poet and story- 

teller, Anda Amir-Pinkerfeld, was 
awarded the IL1,000 Haim Green- 
berg Literary Prize of the Pioneer 
Women’s Organization of America 
at a ceremony at Beit Hanassi last 
week. The ceremony took place with 
the participation of a. 33-member 
Pioneer Women's Study mission. 

Speaking of the prize-winner, Pre- 
sident Shazar, whe 2s Editor of 
“Davar” published her first Hebrew 
poems 42 years ago, said that she 
had “long since deserved the prize 
— but she waited modestly — and 
there is no need for me to dwell 
on how long one sometimes has to 
wait in Israel for a good word." 
He added: 

“However, the children for whom 
she has written have long since 
awarded her their prize of recog- 
nition and appreciation.” 

(The Haim Greenberg Prize, 
awarded each year to a woman 
writing in Hebrew, Yiddish or Eng- 
lish, was established by the Pioneer 
Women in memory of the late 
American Labour Zionist leader, 
theoreticlan and writer who died in 
1953.) 

Mrs. Rehel Shazar and former 
Deputy Knesset Speaker Beba Idel- 
sohn spoke of the poet and the 
role of women generally in Israel's 
and the Jewish world’s public and 
intellectual life. 

Professor Sarah Feder-Kayfetz, a 
past President of Pioneer Women 
who is now spending a vear teach- 
ing sociology at the American Col- 
lege in Jerusalem, recalled Haim 
Greenberg and described the est- 
abiishment of the Literary and Edu- 
cational Prizes in his memory. 

Mrs. Rivka Gurfein, of Kibbutz 
Bin ‘Shemer, the educator and writ- 
er, delivered an appreciation of Mrs. 
Amir-Pinkerfeld’s writing. She not- 
ed how she “sees Jewish history 
through women — the women of the 
Bible." The thread of love “runs 
through all of her writing — love

for IL40 debt 


by a man whote ensuing attempt 


to kill himself was not successful led to the conviction yesterday of 
one of his co-workers, for extortion. The accused was sentenced to 
three years in jail for what Judge Emanuel Slonim called “one of the 


saddest, most shameful cases I 


have ever encountered.” 

The story, as it emerged ἐπ᾿ the 
District Court, began at the end 
of 1969,-when the unnamed victim 
bought some old clothes from the 
respondent — 49-year-old Isser Gan- 
delman οὗ Kiryat Bialik — for the 
sum of 1240, The buyer, who did 
mot have che money at hand, agreed 
to pay off the sum in four instal- 
meats, 

When ‘he failed to meet the pay- 
ments, Gandelman demanded that 
he pay him the entire sim, plug 
eight pounds. Since the plaintiff 
did not have the money this time 
either, Gandelman started a .cam- 
paign which involved intimidating 
the man into signing promissory 
notes for progressively larger sums 
of money. By last year, the com- 
Dlainant had paid Gandelman several 
thousand pounds and still “owed” 
him many thousand more. He de- 
cided to kill himself. 

Gandelman had got the money 
out of him by threatening to tell 
his sick wife about his financial 
affairs, or to tell the police that he 
was passing bad cheques. The lat- 
ter threat was highly effective, 
Judge Slonin noted, because the vic- 
tim was from Eastern Europe and 
just the word “police,” immediately 
inspired dread in him. 

Gandelman denied in court that 
he ever received anything but what 
the plaintiff actually owed him, 
with no interest. But Judge Slonim 
ruled that there was no reason to 
doubt the story as described in the 
victim's suicide note. {Itim)

Year’s jail for 
attempt to 
bribe dayanim 


TEL AVIV. — A man convincted of 
attempting to bribe a Rabbinical 
Court hearing his divorce action was 
sentenced to a year’s imprisonment 
by the Tel Aviv District Court yes- 
terday. He is Zevulun Hamburger, 
29, of Jerusalem. 


One day, about four years ago, be- 
fore his sult was to have been heard 
in the Tel Aviv District Rabbinical 
Court, he appeared at the home of 
one of the dayanim (Rabbinical 
Judges), 2 Buel Brak rabbi, and gave 
him a number of documents intended 
to influence him in the morrow’s 
hearing. The rabbi immediately 
ordered Hamburger out of fhis house. 
The next morning he transferred the 
case to another Beit Din (Rabbinical 
Court). 


In September, 1967, when the se 
cond Beit Din began hearing the 
ease, Hamburger sent the dayanim 
‘mseribed gift books, which he 
alleged he had written himself. The 


-rabbis immediately disqualified them- 


selves and transfered the proceed- 
ings to a third court. 


District Judge Avraham Khalima 
rejected a request by Hamburger 
that execution of the sentence be 
delayed because he plans to marry 
next week.

The main reasons 
for the delay are the resignation 
of Nakdimon Roget as head of the 
TV service and the Government's

Dr. Yahii stressed that it will 
Tequire a little time for the new 
head (when he is appointed) to 
study the programme Schedule, and 
this must be allowed for. With the 
Government decision to oppose ad- 
vertising on TV it ‘will be necessary 
to alter the planning base, which, 
he said, had taken into account 
the extra revenue which would have 
been derived from.this source. In 
this connection, he said, he did not 
foresee any chenge in the Govern- 
ment’s opposition to commercial 
television for at least the coming 
two years.

— A five-day work- 
shop on ¢aticer and other chronic 
diseases in migrants to Israel 
opened yesterday at the Ramat Aviv 
Hotel with the participation of 16 
scientists from eight foreign coun- 
tries and 25 from Israel.
